PARIS, Jan. 27.—A definite Plan 
for demobilization applicable to the 
Allied and American armies on the 
Western front will be ready within 
the next two weeks. 


A_sspecial éomuitttee named by 
the Supreme War Couneil is inquir- 
Ing into the extent of German de- 
mobilfzation as well as the present 
German munitions output, 


The latest cata concerning Ger- 
many’s army !s that it amounts to 
only half a million men, or between 
fAty and sixty divisons. At the 
time the armistice was Signed the 
enemy had 180 divisions tn the 
field. The exact strength of the 
Present divisions is not known, but 
{t is believed to be 10,000 men or 
less, per. div‘sion.
